By Virtue of an Act of Parliament paſſed in the Second Year of his preſent Majeſty's 
Reign, intitled, An Act for laying a Duty upon Compound Waters or Spirits, and for licenſing 
the Retailers thereof, there was a Duty of Five Shillings per Gallon laid upon all Compound 
Waters; which was an abſolute Prohibition of the ſame. This, and the Running of 
French Brandies; and importing them on a very eaſy Duty, (cauſed by bringing them into 

ery great Diſcouragement, which, if not 


_ remedied, muſt ruin a Manufactery as uſeful to the Publick as any, except the Woollen. 


The Brandies which the Diſtillers draw from Corn, Molaſſes and Sugars, are entirely 
vended at Home, there being ne Encouragement to ſend them Abroad, whereas if there 
ere capable of ſerving Foreign Markets with our Brandy, than any 


The Dutch now ſerve with Corn-Brandy (the Produce of our own Country) all Ger- 


many, the Baltick, and even our own Ships which go to Africa; which Advantage they 
have, becauſe there is no Duty on Malt exported, and a Duty of 4 s. per Quarter upon what 
the Diſtillers uſe here: Beſides all this, the Bounty Money which they receive on the Ex- 
portation of Corn, gives them a further Profit of 4 5. 1 d. +, which all together amounts to
